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THE CHiLD AND HIS 
RIGHTS IN THE HOME. 


(The following paper by 
Zev. Chas. H. Germon, pastor 
of the Baptist Church, was 
read at a recent meeting of the 
Parent-Teacher Association. It 
is a most. timely subject and 
we publish it in the hope that 
some good may be derived 
from its reading.—Ed. ) 

The future destiny of the na- 
tion depends upon the children 
of today. They are citizens in 
the making. This is a pro- 
gressive age, and customs and 
methods of twenty-five years 
ago, to say nothing of fifty or 
a hundred years ago, will not 
meet the needs of today, neith- 
er wil the methods and cus- 
toms of today, meet the needs 
twenty-five years hence. The 
child of today, needs to be 
placed in a position, and sur- 
rounded with influences, that 
will enable him to fit into this 
progressive development that 
is continually going on, thereby 
preparing him to assume the 
yesponsibilities and ~ discharge 
the obligations that are sure to 
come to him at no great distant 
day. 


The above statement of facts 


places a great responsibility 
upon the parents of today. The 
child is in the home, not of his 
own choosing, and this fact on- 
ly makes the obligations great- 
er. The child is entitled to ev- 
erything that will enable him 
to live a well rounded, useful 
and successful life in this 
world, thereby preparing him 
for the life beyond the grave. 
The Bible tells us to, ‘Train a 
child in the way he should go, 


and when he is old, he will not} 


depart from it.” It doesn't 
mean partial or one-sided train 
ing, but full training along all 


lines necessary. to make him 
what he ought to be. 

I. He should have the prop- 
er physical exercise. So many 


people in life ave at a disad-| 


vantage because of phy sical 
disability. He should be 
taught to work, thereby secur- 
ing ability for production and 
learning the value of property, 
but work alone is not the best 
method of physical 
ment, for that can be carried

He may 
not, in his childhood, know the 
full value of the spiritual and 
moral training, but he has a 
right to it, and the responsibil- 
ity is upon the home to give it, 
and if he receive it, he will 
some day bless the home be- 
cause of it.

Will Whitten, white farmer 
who lived several miles below 
town, was shot and instantly 
killed late Monday afternoon 
by Dr. W. C. Braswell, prom- 
inent Elba physician... The 
tragedy occured at tho office 
of the physician in the Mays- 
Whitman drug store, when 
Whitten was advancing on the 
doctor with a chair and with 
his hand in his pocket as 
though to draw a knife or gun, 
Braswell had 
warned him not to enter his 
office. 

Only one shot was fired, the 
bullet striking Whitten just 
above the heart. He staggered 
and fell to the floor, _ dying 
within a few moments without 
uttering a word. 

The trouble was brought 
about over the settlement of an 
account due the physician by 
Whitten. Whitten became 
very much enraged over the 
affair and had openly made 
several threats during the early 
part of the afternoon. He had 
been waiting for several hours

the physician was on 2 call cut 
in the edge of town, he immed- 
iately went to the place. In 
the meantime, Dr. Braswell 
had gone to another section of 
town and when he returned

As we understand the pro- 
position the Court has already 
made satisfactory sale of the 
bonds should the people of the 
county ratify the proposition 
by their vote at the special elec 
tion. The buyers of the bonds

The price offered for th@ 
bonds is considered most satis- 
factory as other counties have 
sold bonds at considerably less 
than par, and some just a little 
above par. 

While the exact amount of 
the outstanding indebtness of 
the county is not yet known, it 
is estimated that it will reach 
around $90,000. Should the 
bond issue carry, only enough 
of the bonds will be sold to 
take care of this indebtness. 

Following is the resolution 
as it was passed by the court: 

WHEREAS, Coffee County, 
Alabama, has outstanding at 
tho present time approximate- 
ly $90,000 of legally issued 
warrants, ard whereas, it will 
be inconvenient for the County 
to pay said warrants when the 
same fall due, and it desires to 
fund the same by issuing bonds, 

THEREFORE, it is resolved 
that the County shall issue 
$90,000 or such amount as 
may be necessary (not exceed- 
ing $90,000) of 80-year, 6 per 
cent Funding bonds for the 
purpose of paying off and fund

FURTHER RESOLVED that 
the funding bonds shall bear

A Deputy Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue will be at the 
Post Office at Elba, Ala., on 
Thursday and Friday, 
ary, 22 and 28, 1923; for the 
purpose of assisting any ‘person 
who may be due to file a Fed- 
eral Income Tax return for the 
year 1922 in preparing such 
return according to announce- 
ment made by W. E. Snead, 
Collector. 

Under Section 223, of the 
Revenue Act of 1921, the fol- 
lowing persons are to file re- 
turns for the year 1922: 

(1) All single persons, and 
all married persons not living 
with wife or husband, ~whose 
net income for 1922 was $1,- 
000,00 or more, (2) All per- 
sons married and living with 
wife or husband on the last day 
of 1922, whose net income for 
1922 was $2,000,000 or more; 
(3) All persons whose gross 
income for 1922 was $5,000.- 
00 or more, or where the com- 
bined gross income of husband 
and wife was $5,000.00 or 
more, regardless of the amount 
of the net income. . 

Returns for the past year re- 
ferred to will be delinquent 
and all persons due a return 
will be subject to penalty, if 
return is not filed with the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue, 
Birmingham, Alabama, on or 
before March 15th, 1928. In 
many cases no tax will be due, 
as the personal exemption and 
credit for dependents -which 
the law allows will exceed the 
net income, but a return should 
be filed by every individual 
who falls within one of the 3 
classes described above, regard 
less of the amount of personal 
exemption and credit for de- 
pendents to which one may be 
entitled.

CONFESSION OF EIGHT 
HORRIBLE MURDERS 


Febru- 1

Waco Tex., Feb. 9—A series 
of crimes which have baffled 
officers here for the past year 
were cleared today by the al- 
ledged confession of Roy Mit- 
chell, negro to having commit- 
ted eight murders three at- 
tempts to murder and a numb- 
er of attacks on women during 
the period of February 12 1922 
to January 19, 1923, according 
to sheriff Leslie Stegall. and 
County Attorney C. S. Farmer. 

The crimes said to have been 
confessed to by Mitchell fol- 
low: 

Murder of ‘W. H. Barker and 

his wife and Homer Turk at 
Concord, 9 miles east of Waco, 
February 12, 1922. 
W. P. Driskill, May 7, 1922. 
Harrel Bolton, May, 25 1922. 
Grady Skipworth, Nov. 20, 
922. 


W. E. Holt, and Mrs. Ethel 
Deneecamp, January 19, 1923. 

Three women were attacked 
when their escorts were killed, 
according to the alleged con- 
fession. The purported con- 
fession was made to the sheriff 
and county prosecutor last 
night, put in writing and signed 
by Mitchell. 

The negro was tried and con- 
victed for the slaying of Mr. 
Metz and Mrs, Barker and the 
Turk boy, the killing of whom 
Mitchell now has — confessed. 
One of these negroes, Cooper 
Johnson was given the death 
penalty and the other Bennie 
Young, life imprisonment. 
Their cases are now on appeal. 

In addition one negro 
been executed for a crime to 
which Mitchell is said to have 
confessed. When Harrel Bol- 
ton was killed his girl compan- 
ion was attacked. A negro 
was later identified by the 
young woman was shot by the 
girl’s father.

GOOD EGGS FOR HATCH.- 
ING ADVISED. 


“ges for hatching should 
weigh two ounces or more, 
should be uniform and normal 
in size, shape and color, and 
have a smooth; dense shell tex- 
ture,” say poultry specialists at 
Auburn. 

“They should not be held 
over 10 days and should be 
kept in a temperature between 
50 and 60 degrees and turned 
daily. For every pullet expec- 
ted one should plan to set five 
or six eggs. This will allow 
for reasonable losses in incu- 
bating and brooding and _ for 
the 50 percent of males. If 
eggs are from weak stock or 
poorly handled the number 
may be much larger,”

hens must have a good nest 
with plenty of straw or similar 
material.

Anniston, Ala., Feb. 9.—Of- 
ficers of Talladega county are 
busy -assembling more cireum- 
stantial evidence of a damag- 
ing character against Gordon 
Fincher, married white man 
who is held as a suspect tollow- 
ing the brutal criminal assault 
and murder of Miss Maybelle 
McCollough, a pretty 16 year 
old girl whose body was found 
Tuesday afternoon in a stump 
hole within sight of her home 
with her throat cut from ear to 
ear. 

Officers from this county 
who went to Lincoln to assist 
Talladega county officers in 
their hunt for the fiendish slay- 
er of the young woman report- 
ed upon their return to the city 
that the girl’s throat had been 
cut six times, three strokes of 
a knife being made from each 
side and that either of the 
wounds would have produced 
death ‘ 

Fincher was first suspected, 
according to reports from Lin- 
coln, when it was noticed by 
neighbors and officers that he 
was greatly excited and that 
he wore different clothing to 
the ones he had been accustom- 
ed to wearing. He was at the 
home of Dock Bunn, stepfather 
of the slain girl when Miss 
McCollough left that point to 
go after the mail Tuesday and 
is said by members of the fami- 
ly to have left immediately 
after the girl started to the 
mail box, going along a paral- 
lel road almost in the same 
direction, 

Blood Stains Found. 

Officers who arrested Finch- 
er claim that his shot gun and 
knife both bore blood stains 
and that he admitted seeing 
and speaking to the girl after 
he had followed, the parallel 
road and cut across a_ field, 
claiming that he was hunting 
cows.
